.lava, which, when pierced, exudes a 
milky juice ronta-ining’ an acrid viru¬ 
lent poison (antiarin), tin* smallest 
quantity of wliirli will kill the largest 
animal, and, on the other hand, the 
famous Hmsi/num utr/ioi Soul h Amer¬ 
ica, which yields'it copious supply of 
rich, wholesome milk, of as good a 
quality as that from.the cow . There 
are several ot her hist/Hires in the veg¬ 
etable kingdom of such an assoeiat ion, 
in the-snme natural order, of plants 
that produce a noxious lactescent juice 
with others which yield a wholesome 


The .Mills lull is a flee whiskey meas¬ 
ure.

Section 10. 'rhal all clauses of see- 
l ionM2TI of the Revised Statutes, and 
all Inws amendatory'thereto, and all 
other laws which impose any special 
taxes upon mutuif/irttirers of stills, 
retail dealers in liquors, and retail 
dealers in malt liquors, are hereby 
repealed. 

This provision would, if riinrtcd. do 
avvaywith the licenses now imposed 
on I he keepers of all the saloons and 
groggeries in the countiy. The grog¬ 
shop I rathe in liquor, the most /thorn* 
inable Imsiness ever est alilished in 
this count ry aside from slave-selling, 
would tie made cut irely free so far as 
t he (iovernment is concerned.
